Supervisory Patent Examiner, Art Unit 2617 Patent Examiner (PSA), Art Unit 2617 
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Examiner contends that the primary reference, Friedman (US 6,714,791) anticipates Applicant's claimed "zone in common". Applicant 
suggests that Examiner has misunderstood the concept of two users in a same zone. Examiner disagrees. Examiner has interpreted the 
claim language in light of Applicant's own specification wherein a zone is described as designated location or area and alternatively, as an 
area covering a predefined distance from a subscriber. Since, Friedman predefines an area or distance from one mobile subscriber to 
another, Examiner has correctly read Friedman's area in close proximity of two mobile subscribers on a buddy list on Applicant's zone in 
common. Therefore the rejections are proper and maintained. 
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
